Elba Council approves resolutions to benefit airport

The Elba City Council 
approved a couple of reso- 
lutions Monday evening, 
April 26, during a regular 
meeting of the council, to 
move forward with addi- 
tional planned improve- 
ments at the Carl Folsom 
Airport in Elba. 

The first resolution passed 
by the council gave Mayor 
Tom Maddox authority 
to execute an engineering 
agreement with Garver for 
the design of a Taxilane 
Improvement Project at the 
airport in Elba. This will be 
to rehabilitate the existing 
north taxilanes. 

The city intends to apply 
for federal and state match- 
ing funds for the improve- 
ment project. 

The second  resolu- 
tion adopted by the coun- 
cil dealing with the Carl 
Folsom Airport noted the 
city’s intent to apply for 
the Airport Coronavirus 
Response Grant Program. 
This grant is to be used 
for costs related to opera- 
tions, personnel, cleaning, 
sanitization, janitorial ser- 
vices, combating the spread 
of pathogens at the airport, 
and debt service payments. 
- ———————— 


The council’s approval 
of the resolution gave the 
mayor authorization to exe- 
cute a grant agreement for 
the project. 

Also, during the April 
26th meeting, District 
One citizen Karizmah 
(Yelverton) Magwood 
addressed the council 
on behalf of District One 
councilmember Johnathan 
Lockett regarding a desire 
for Elba to host a Juneteenth 
celebration on Saturday, 
June 19, 2021. 

The festival and family 
fun day will be from 2 - 8 
p.m. on June 19th, and it 
will include kickball games, 
volleyball games, bouncy 
houses, a t-shirt design con- 
test, and of course, food. 

It will jointly be hosted 
by the Mulberry Heights 
Community Coalition, and 
the City of Elba’s District 
One community. 

City clerk Sally Bane 
noted the Elba Farmers 
Market would be held each 
Saturday in June and July at 
TigerTown Park this year. 
She said the Elba Farmers 
Market committee already 
is hard at work preparing 
for another successful farm- 
ers market again this sum- 
mer.

The mayor also said the 
administration was looking 
into a sick leave policy that 
had previously been adopt- 
ed for employees that he 
said, “we are not comfort- 
able with and we are going 
to address it.” 

He said he hoped to have 
some proposals together by 
the next council meeting on 
this matter for consideration 
that would make all parties 
feel better and more com- 
fortable about the sick leave 
policy.

Actor Johnny Crawford, known for playing Chuck 
Connors’ son Mark in “The Rifleman”. on TV from 
1958-63, has died at the age of 75. Crawford visited Elba 
” sometime, maybe in the late ‘60s or in the ‘70s. It was on 
a Friday and he walked the sidelines of the Elba High foot- 
ball game. We have forgotten what prompted the visit to 
Elba that day, but it happened. He seemed to enjoy things 
(or maybe enjoyed the attention he personally generated 
among Elba-folks). Crawford had Alzheimer’s and actual- 
ly died of complications from COVID-19 and pneumonia. 


We long ago got bone tired of the continued wall to wall 
largely negative reporting of government during Donald 
Trump’s term as president. Our hopes were that with a 
new administration, reporters would turn to other subjects, 
but alas — not happening. It is now President Joe Biden 
and anything associated with his administration getting the 
same treatment — negative headlines and stories. Of course 
it is easy to see that negative headlines get more reader- 
ship than positive reporting, but somewhere along the way 
quantity of readers has replaced quality of news. 


An opinion piece Monday morning on a daily internet 
political update that hits our in-box early in the morning 
quoted a Montgomery politician as saying positive action 
on the proposed gambling bill now before the lawmakers 
looks “very promising.”

com for sale with a mini- 


mum bid of $1,000. 

Council members voted 
to amend the town holi- 
days to add Good Friday 
as a recognized holiday 
for the town and delete 
Confederate Memorial Day 
as a holiday. The mayor 
said this would be effective 
next year. She also noted it 
would align the holidays for 
town offices with the water 
department holidays to cut 
down on confusion for cus- 
tomers. 

According to the finan- 
cial report provided by town 
clerk Debra Andrews, New 
Brockton had income for 
the month of April in the 
amount of $134,247.63. 
The council voted to pay the 
regular bills for May, esti- 
mated at just under $22,400. 

The May work session 
for the council will be May 
17th, and the next town 
council meeting is set for 
Monday, June 7, at 6 p.m.
